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Kartell found guilty of manslaugher; juror says most of jury originally for first-degree murder | 


Andover doctor faces zero to 20 years for shooting

juror in the James Kartell mur- 
A trial says it was the second 
deadly shot fired by Kartell that 
landed the Andover plastic surgeon in 
jail. 

Now, Kartell sits in Middleton 
House of Corrections, waiting for July 
19, when he'll learn if he’ll face proba- 
tion or up to 20 years in prison. 

Kartell was convicted of voluntary 
manslaughter by a jury last Friday 
morning for shooting to death Janos 
Vajda — a man his estranged wife has 
said she planned to marry. 

After a struggle, Kartell shot Vajda 
twice, first in the stomach, and then in 
the back of the head. It was the shot to 
the head that convinced everyone on 
the jury to convict Kartell of voluntary 
manslaughter, says one juror. 

“The second shot is basically what 
buried this guy. Any thought he had 
about self-defense (was ended),” said 
the juror, who spoke on the condition 
of anonymity. “He had plenty of oppor- 
tunity to walk away after that first

shot, and he didn’t.” 

This individual said that when the 
jury began deliberating, the majority 
wanted to convict Kartell of first-degree 
murder, while a minority believed the 
prosecution had not proven its case 
beyond a reasonable doubt. 

“What happened after that was three 
and a half days of intensive back-and- 
forth to try to sway sides,” says the 
juror. 

(For now, the juror said he or she 
wanted to limit comments about the 
trial to avoid influencing any planned 
appeal, but will speak to the Townsman 
for attribution once the sentence is 
handed down on July 19.) 

“The defendant did something that 
was undeniable. He took two shots,” 
says the juror. “It was that second shot 
that we went into big depth on. 

“There was a lot of concern with 
what we were doing. It’s not every day 
you sit in judgment on someone’s life. 
The guy’s 61 years old,” says the juror.

Before Andover can begin the massive 
sewer project it approved back at 1999 Town 
Meeting, it needs to prove to state officials its 
existing sewer lines can take the extra water 
flow. 

If the town can’t satisfy state officials, 
Andover might need to redesign its plans and 
possibly limit the extent of the project, said 
state Environmental Analyst Richard Foster. 

More details are needed concerning the 
impact of the Rogers Brook, Ballardvale Road, 
and South Main Street area sewers on local 
waterways, according to the Department of 
Environmental Protection. The state rejected 
a final Environmental Impact Report from 
the town recently because it did not sufficient- 
ly address four main areas of environmental 
concern. 

The areas are: protection of wetlands, effect

Young swimmers still 
in synch at nationals 


The team of 14 girls from Andover 
and North Andover that will swim at 
the national competition in Oakland, 
Calif. this week will not be the biggest, 
the strongest, or the most experienced 
synchronized swimmers at the meet. 

But some of the youngest competi- 
tors the Nationals have seen will 
make quite a splash in the competi- 
tion. said Robert Portney. He’s the 
father of Chelsea and Lisa Portney, 
who will compete against approxi- 
mately 25 other teams at the Trefethen 
Aquatic Center at Mills College. 

Although they have already swam 
their way to the Nationals six previ- 
ous times, the ANA Synchers have 
never before had such a wide age 
range competing together. Especially 
in the 12- and 13-year-old age group, 
where Lisa and Chelsea compete, 
most of the girls are younger than the 
qualifying age. 

“This is something they've never 
done before — having so many younger 
people and making it to this level. It’s 
really exciting,” said Portney. 

But as long as one team member is 
within the required age range, 
younger members can compete along 
with them. And the judges will likely 
be impressed with the girls’ talent 
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despite their youth, Portney said. 

In order to qualify for the Nation- 
als, the girls had to come out on top in 
an region that includes Connecticut, 
New Hampshire, Long Island, Massa- 
chusetts and Pennsylvania. “They've 
competed with, ultimately, a quarter 
of the country,” Portney said. 

The competition, which includes 
top teams from all over America, 
began last Saturday and will continue 
through this Sunday. 

The girls do not expect to win the 
competition — after all, “they're com- 
peting with excellent athletes who are 
almost a foot taller, in some cases” 
but they are hoping to place within 
the third quarter of competitors, or to 
be better than at least 25 percent. 
Because next year, Portney promises, 
they'll be back. 

“They've got years to go, and they'll 
be able to develop beyond this level,” 
he said. “They have realistic goals, 
and it’s a thrill for them just to make 
it here.” 

So far, this week’s experience has 
been an exhilarating — and exhaust- 
ing — trip for the girls. 

“They've done beautifully,” said 
Portney. “They are exhausted because 
of the time change, and they’ve been 
practicing hard to perfect their 
swimming routines. This is serious 
business.”

“In Brazil, I am a good soccer 
player, and I thought I would be 
one of the good ones here. 
Guess what? I wasn’t. The 
American soccer style is very 
different.

Brazil depends more on style and tech- 
nique,” he said. 

Santos expresses concern because he 
believes that American teenagers lack 
respect for their parents and family. 

“What I noticed about American fami- 
lies is that kids are losing respect for 
their families. Here, it is very common to 
hear children say that they hate their 
parents or don’t respect their opinions. It 
is absolutely sad for me to see this and is 
definitely opposite to the Brazilian cul- 
ture,” Santos said. 

In Brazilian culture families are very 
close-knit and Santos considers his father 
to be his best friend. 

“When I told this to my friends at 
Andover High School, they laughed. 
They thought this was weird, but it’s not 
for me,” he said. 

Santos will spend the Fourth of July in 
Boston with his host family and will go 
back to Brazil on July 7. 

“Andover is a very nice place to live. It 
is definitely different and smaller that 
what I am used to, but it was a great expe- 
rience for me. My American experience 
made me grow. It made me more mature 
and ready to go back to Brazil with a dif- 
ferent idea of the world than I had 
before,” Santos said.

Church focuses on growth, others worry about 2 windows 
Needed church expansion spurs debate 


By Rebecca Piro 

While a growing West Parish 
Church congregation is planning 
for the future with an expansion 
project, the Preservation Commis- 
sion and others remain worried 
about preserving the historical past 
of the church building. 


Their concern? Whether a pair of 


West Parish windows will be 
obscured by a covered walkway. 

Otherwise, both commission and 
church members say the two 
groups have worked together on the 
project, and the church has agreed 
to follow the commissions’ sugges- 
tions in several areas. 

West Parish Church is the oldest 
standing church in Andover today. 
The parish’s 199% plan to expand the 
church by connecting the present 
church building and vestry build- 
ing with a covered walkway will 
make the church more accessible to 
the growing parish, said Rev. Mark 
R.P. Welch. 

With several families joining the 
parish during the past two years, 
additional space for programs, Sun- 
day School and choir practice has 
been a growing need, he said. 


There were also plans back in 
1955 to connect the two buildings, 
but there was not enough money to 
complete the project, said Welch. 

Still, there is currently concern 
that the beauty and _ historical 
integrity of the building will be 
compromised with an expansion, 
according to Preservation Commis- 
sion Chair Karen Herman. 


The plan 

Presently, plans costing approxi- 
mately $600,000 have been approved 
for three new rooms, an elevator for 
handicapped accessibility and the 
“connector” between the vestry and 
church buildings. 

Church representatives met with 
the Preservation Commission back 
in March to hear recommendations 
to preserve the church’s historical 
value. The commission was trou- 
bled that two windows from the 
original church framework would 
be obstructed by the covered walk- 
way. 

“The walkway will obscure very 
large windows on the side of the 
church by two-thirds,” said Her- 
man. 


Such an obstruction may detract 
from the overall building, because 
“architecturally (the windows) are 
very beautiful,” she said. 

But covering the windows will 
not take away from the building’s 
historical value, said Linda Willis, 
chairwoman of the church govern- 
ing board. 

A gallery perpendicular to the 
covered walkway will attach to the 
main church building, explained 
Willis. The gallery will connect the 
walkway to probably two entrances 
into the main church building, and 
will be constructed out of clear 
glass. Neither window will be 
removed from the original struc- 
ture. 

“The gallery will have a match- 
ing tile roof and stonework (as the 
church building), but it will have 
glass (walls), so you can see the his- 
toric windows,” she said. 

After initially viewing the plans, 
the commission recommended that 
the expansion not be an irreversible 
one, Herman said. 

In a letter sent to the congrega- 
tion, the commission asked that the

given Farrell an ultimatum. Get rid of 
the cats, or we'll get rid of you. 

Fortunately, with Farrell facing the 
court order to find a home for the kit- 
ties by tomorrow, Friday, June 30, or 
face eviction, a new home for her 
extra cats has been found. 

“Two people called and offered to 
take two of the animals in an office. 
The only thing is, they want them 
neutered or spayed before they get 
them,” says Metzemaekers. 

So Metzemaekers will use donated 
money to pay for the operation. 

Now, the fact that the housing 
director used the courts to force Far- 
rell to give away her cats might seem 
at first glance a cold, unfeeling move. 

But. in fact, Housing Director 
Christine Metzemaekers had gone out 
her way for two years to do whatever 
she could for Farrell. 

She bent the rules and allowed her 
to keep two cats, because one was SO 
old most people figured it didn’t have 
long to live. 

She offered to pay whatever reloca- 
tion costs were needed. 

She offered to pick up the tab for a 
no-kill shelter (using donated money, 
she says, not public funds). 

None of it worked. Farrell wanted 
visiting rights to her beloved kitties. 
She had trouble choosing which ones 
to let go. 

But now, thanks to the kind hand of 


Metzemaekers, Farrell can know her 
cats have a good, new home. 

By the way, Metzemaekers says she 
had to enforce the one-pet rule in fair- 
ness to Farrell’s neighbors. Housing 
Authority residents live in tight quar- 
ters, and neighbors complained about 
the litter-box smell. 

“You can’t have a small apartment 
and have more than one (cat). There’s 
not enough room,” says Jeannie Cook, 
president of the senior tenant council. 
“The other tenants were going crazy 
with that — the smell of the animals.” 

“T feel sorry. I can understand how 
she feels,” says Cook, “but I don't 
agree with her, because of the amount 
of cats, the smell of the apartment and 
the size of the apartment.” 

The adoption will mark the end to a 
lot of work. 

“At one time it was up to about 
eight cats. We've been working things 
down, down, down. Eventually, we 
had no recourse but to take her to 
court,” says Metzemaekers. “Now, it 
looks like it’s going to be worked out.” 

It’s going to be worked out thanks 
to the hard work of one government 
employee. Once in a while, it’s worth 
acknowledging that.

Kartell guilty of manslaughter 


day afternoon, June 19, and did not hand 
down its decision until Friday, June 23. 
But as the days wore on, Prosecutor Fred 
McAlary’s confidence began to grow. 

“From my past experience, the longer 
it went on, the more likely it was that it 
Was going to (be a conviction),” says 
McAlary. “If they were buying into the 
self-defense argument, they would have 
come back within a day or two. 

“This was a compromise,” said 
McAlary. “It was something they could 
all live with.” 

McAlary says he was happy with the 
verdict, considering his “star witness,” 
Kartell’s estranged wife Suzan Kamm, 
refused to testify by invoking spousal 
immunity. 

Following the guilty 


verdict, the 


daughters of Janos Vajda reportedly filed 
a $3-million wrongful-death suit. The

Eagle-Tribune lists Kartell, Kamm and 
Holy Family Hospital, where the shoot- 
ing occurred, as defendants in the suit. 

The Vajdas politely declined comment 
during the murder trial. 


Sentencing 

McAlary and defense attorney J.W. 
Carney are currently preparing for the 
July 19 sentencing, when they'll ask 
Judge Isaac Borenstein for what they feel 
are appropriate sentences. 

“It's going to be interesting on the 
19th,” says McAlary. “We haven't investi- 
gated all of the facts and figures, but I’m 
sure we'll be asking for double figures, 12 
to 20 or 15-20 years. 

“Keep in mind he has to do every day 
of the lower number,” he says. “This is 
truth in sentencing. If I asked for 12-20 
and got it, he would do 12 years.” 

Kartell will listen to the daughters of 
the man he shot, and a former work asso- 
ciate, speak on July 19 about how long he 
should be locked up for killing Vajda. 

“They'll be available to testify. | 
believe the daughters are going to speak 
as is their right under the victims bill of 
rights, and I believe a spokesman from 
the hospital will testify. I believe it will be 
(president) William Lane, because the 
hospital is also a victim in this case,” said 
McAlary. 

McAlary also plans to ask Judge Isaac 
Borenstein to consider the past activities 
of both Vajda and Kartell. “We were very 
handicapped at trial, so the jury knew 
very little about Janos Vajda and the 
good deeds he’d done,” he says. 


The judge 

While Borenstein himself has said he’s 
known as a lenient judge, McAlary indi- 
cates he isn’t concerned the public will 
see that side of Borenstein in the Kartell 
case, a case where someone has died. 

“T think he readily admits that (he’s

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lenient), but also, he was extremely fair,” 
says McAlary. “After a three-week trial, 
that’s a whole different ballgame, and | 
think he’d admit that as well.” 

Andover child psychologist Larry 
Larsen also says Borenstein can be 
tough, noting he has seen him try youths 
as adults. Before Borenstein became a 
Superior Court judge, Larsen appeared in 
his court more than 10 times as an expert 
witness. 

“I don’t see him as a pushover,” says 
Larsen. “He moved over (youths) to 
adults, if that was in the public interest.” 

Like some lawyers and journalists 
who have seen Borenstein in action 
before, Larsen has praise for the judge. 

“I found him to be impeccable with 
respect to law. He always wanted to get 
not only the meaning of the law, but the 
spirit as well. I think he was a man with 
great compassion,” says Larsen. 

Larsen also says the judge tends to be 
more forgiving of people from disadvan- 
taged backgrounds. 


PA rink neighbors hire lawyer in traffic dispute

Neighbors of Phillips Academy faced 
the Planning Board and PA officials 
Tuesday night with a proposition they 
say has not yet been brought to the table, 
concerning hockey rink traffic: why has- 
n't Dwight Street been considered as an 
alternative route for excess traffic? 

According to Attorney Raymond 
Miyares, recently hired to represent a 
neighborhood group, residents have been 
wondering why Dwight Street, located 
next to Route 28, has not yet been 
addressed by the’ PA _§ traffic 
consultants. 

Michael Williams, director of PA facil- 
ities, says the reason is that Dwight 
Street is not a feasible alternative. 

Dwight Street borders on town wet- 


lands, he said, and the wording of the 
bylaw that protects them cannot be 
ignored. 

“We are not allowed by the town wet- 
lands bylaw to disturb the wetlands if 
there is any other alternative,” he said 
afterwards. 

“Clearly, we do have an alternative 
that does not disturb them,” he added, 
referring to the Main Street plan that he 
says would direct traffic in the most effi- 
cient way. 

“From our perspective, trying to work 
something out on Main Street is our best 
option,” Williams said. “That would be in 
the best interest of everyone — hockey 
players and neighbors.” 

That current plan includes creating a 
third, central turning lane on Route 28 


that would “allow residents to turn on 
and off, and into the rink, in a protective 
zone,” Williams said. The addition would 
be a simple process involving only a 
slight amount of repaving, due to the 
already generous width of the road. 

In addition to the protection a third 
lane would provide, said Kenneth Cram, 
consultant for PA, the lanes would each 
be reduced to 11 feet wide, forcing traffic 
to slow down. 

The current posted speed on some 
areas of Route 28 is 45 miles per hour, 
which many residents have agreed is too 
fast for the area. 

Though the highway department told 
PA that they would not entertain a 
request to lower the speed limit, Cram

But the true potential problem, said state 
Environmental Analyst Richard Foster, lies 
with the capacity of the Shawsheen interceptor, 
the pipe that will receive additional flow of sew- 
erage after the project is complete. 

Problems such as last May’s overflow on 
North Main Street may continue to pop up if the 
Shawsheen interceptor pipe is not capable of 
handling the extra sewerage. 

However, that was likely an isolated incident, 
said Andover Public Works Director Jack 
Petkus, because the pipe was blocked with lum- 
ber. “How it got in there, we don’t know,” said 
Petkus, but the pipe was clear as of Wednesday. 


What now? 

In response to the EIR’s rejection, the town 
needs to look more critically at the Shawsheen 
interceptor pipe to determine if it has sufficient 
capacity to handle all the proposed additions, 
said Foster. 

“The capacity of the interceptor pipe is key in 
determining how many more connections the 
pipe can handle,” said Foster. “The DEP is con- 
cerned that the interceptor doesn’t have the 
capacity to accept flow from the new areas that 
the town has proposed to add,” he said, referring 
to the Rogers Brook, Ballardvale Road, and 
South Main Street area sewers. 

The town is working to supply more informa- 
tion as soon as possible to keep the sewer project 
moving along schedule, according to Petkus. 
“We're going to provide a supplemental report,” 
he said. He hopes the new information will be in 
the state’s hands within the month. 

But if the additional information provided 
reinforces DEP’s concerns, the town may need 
to revise their needs analysis, to see which areas 
of town are most critical in terms of receiving 
sewer lines, said Foster. In that case, only a per- 
centage of the plan would continue as is, and the 
rest would be rejected or redesigned. 

However, the state demand does not necessar- 
ily foretell a shut-down on current sewer plans.

GETTING AT THE ROOT OF THE PROBLEM

structure, along with its tires, 
slides and swings, was deemed 
unsafe because of its age. 

Principal McCarthy said the 
structure fulfilled its life 
expectancy of about 15 years. 

It reopened after town 
inspectors removed rotted 
tires, a slide and pull-ups. In 
addition, they took care of the 
protruding nails and replaced 
the ground cover, which is 
critical to ensure safety at a 
playground, according to a 
new study. A_ just-released 
study on public playgrounds in 
Massachusetts shows that 75 


percent of all injuries are 
caused by falls, according to 
MassPIRG (Massachusetts 
Public Interest Research 
Group). They surveyed 72 play- 
grounds in the state (none in 
Andover) and found 90 percent 
of them lacked adequate sur- 
facing. A playground must 
have a minimum of nine inch- 
es of loose fill or a synthetic 
surface to have adequate pro- 
tective surfacing.

Andover Greek Orthodox Church

back in the ’60s, it was Andover’s 
rustic, unusual flair that captured 
his interest and led Graber to start 
taking the photos that presently 
are some of the only clues to 
Andover’s past. With Cole’s hard 
ware store on Main Street 
replaced in the Barnard Building, 
and coffee chains in place of Ford's 
Coffee Shop, Andover took on a 
generic, cookie-cutter feel that 
Graber had not encountered when 
he first discovered the town 
Graber’s love of photography 
all started when he was appointed 
yearbook photographer at Goshen 
College in Indiana. “I had no cam 
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couldn't copy anyone.” 

Graber adopted a_ Rolleiflex 
camera, a twin-lens German 
model that does not use batteries 
and projects a backwards image to 
the photographer. To this day he 
does not own a standard 35-mil- 
limeter model. 

“I'm the wave of the past,” he 
said jokingly. “There’s a high-tech 
revolution going on, with comput- 
er-generated types of stuff, and I 
don’t know anything about it.” 

Graber once tried to use a 35 
millimeter camera and could not 
adapt to it, said Andover photogra- 
pher Ed Eich, who first came into 
contact with Graber when Graber 
was doing photography _ for 
Phillips Academy in the ’70s. “He 
held it up to my face and could not 
work with it, because it was what 


taught.” 

When Graber first moved to Andover, he set 
up shop in the Musgrove building, where he 
first began photographing the downtown 
images for which he is known. He later moved 
to a Park Street studio, which happened to be 
directly behind a fire sta- 


tion — “it had a beautiful 
bell tower,” Graber 
recalled which the 


town decided to tear down 
in the "70s. A series of 
Graber’s photographs 
capture the _ station’s 
stages of demolition. 
“They tore it down basi- 
cally for a dozen parking 
spaces,” Graber said with 
sadness. 


The value of art always grows over time, 
Eich added, and for this reason Graber’s pho- 
tos will be worth much more with the passing 
of decades. “He took the time to record life in 
Andover,” Eich said. “He’s created very useful 
historical documents, and he had such an eye 
for catching people in the 
context of the places they 
were in. When people look 
at Andover, theyll be 
flummoxed as to what it 
was like 30 years ago.” 

His work has been the 
spotlight of a few gallery 
shows since he started in 
Andover, Graber _ said, 
opening in spots such as 
the Andover Books & 
Prints store and Howard 
Yezerski & Gallery, locat-

Continued from page | 
ting them to graduate, but 
is that what really should 


be driving our curricu- 
lum?” 
Lockhart planned to take 


advanced photography to 
build a portfolio to present 
when she applies to col- 
leges next year. Advanced 
photo would not only be an 
opportunity for that pro- 
ject, but it would also help 
her further develop her 
newfound love of photogra- 
phy. 

“In Photo 1, you only 
learn the basics and funda- 
mentals, such as learning 
to use the equipment,” she 
said. “In advanced photo, 
you learn a lot more in- 
depth things.” Without that 
class, she says, “there is no 
real room for advance- 
ment.” 

“Tt will be harder now to 
build a portfolio, because I 
have to do it on my own, 
without any real teacher 
instruction,” she said. 

Providing follow-up 
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vy Wry 
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classes for every fine-arts 
course is one of the admin- 
istration’s goals, said Kol- 
ben.

school’s limited space, said 
Kolben.
